Wanted in Chicago , 
he takes to the air and wastes no time in 
preparatio ns. 
His flying vehicle is al­ 
ways ready fo r a jaunt. 
The aviatio n co rps do es no t enco urage 
Co lo nel MacNider’s air jo urney, but the 
assistant war chief do es no t let it bo ther 
him. 
He is an air traveler by preference 
and he intends to cater to his own wishes.

Estimates o f natio nal w’ealth and in­ 
co me are necessarily subject to a wide 
margin o f erro r, and they sho w^ co nsider­ 
able variatio n when made by different 
agencies o r co mputed o n different statis­ 
tical bases, co mments the St. Lo uis Po st- 
Dispatch. 
Their significance do es no t lie 
bO much in the accuracy o f the to tals as 
in the yearly trend sho wn by co mputa­ 
tio ns which adhere co nsistently to o ne 
metho d o f calculatio n. 
It is this which 
gives the estimates o f the bureau o f in­ 
ternal revenue their 
chief 
impo rtance. 
They sho w a natio nal inco me in 19 26 o f 
8 9 0,000,000,000 and a gain o f 43 per 
cent o ver 19 21. 
The latter year was o ne 
o f industrial depressio n, while in 19 26 
pro sperity 
attained 
a new peak. 
We 
have here, then, a co mpariso n o f two 
po st-war extremes, 
and 
even the mo st 
inco rrigible o ptimist wo uld hardly predict 
ano ther increase o f 43 per cent within 
the next five years. 
W hat the bureau's figures do no t sho w 
is ho w this increase has been distributed, 
l h at is just as impo rtant as the amo unt 
o f the gain. 
In the perio d 19 21-26, when 
the natio n’s inco me grew by $28 ,000,- 
000,000, ho w did the farmers fare? Did 
the salaried 
man 
o r the white-co llar 
w’o rker get his share? 
What abo ut the 
respective shares to skilled and unskilled 
labo r? 
Which gro ups 
benefited

arid which least? 
All these things we 
sho uld like to kno w; they have an im­ 
po rtant bearing o n the co untry's future

available statistical data do no t supply 
the answer.

mo re pro blem o f wise revisio n o f crim­ 
inal law. 
W^here adequate evidence can be o b­ 
tained juries o rdinarily do no t hesitate to 
send receivers o f sto len 
go o ds to the 
penitentiary. 
But evidence in such cases 
is likely to be insufficient, since the co n­ 
fessio n o f the thief has to be co rro bo rat­ 
ed in o rder to co nvict the “ fence.”

Every co mmunity is co ncerned o ver the 
startling case with w’hich criminal co m­ 
mit crime and escape in sto len auto mo ­ 
biles. 
Sto len cars at o nce pro vide swift 
transpo rtatio n 
and 
a means o f hiding 
identity. 
If the license numbers are seen 
by anyo ne, the check-up usually sho ws 
that the car belo ngs to an ho nest and in­ 
no cent man. 
The best legal minds and 
smartest po lice talent have tackled the 
pro blem and have evo lved no so lutio n to 
impede the criminal. 
Law has been en­ 
acted Vvhich greatly pro tects the car o wn­ 
er against lo ss o f his car, safeguarding 
interested insurance co mpanies, but little 
has been acco mplished to trip the desper­ 
ate criminal. 
Go verno r Po thier o f Rho de Island re­ 
cently remarked: 
“ I do no t believe that 
we can o verco me all crime by legisla­ 
tio n, but we can take legislative steps to 
check it. 
It has been plainly sho wn that 
present-day criminals, fro m the petty va­ 
riety to tho se who co mmit majo r crimes, 
are using the auto mo bile as o ne o f their 
principal 
to o ls. 
And 
their 
success, 
whether in 
stealing 
auto mo biles o r in 
merely using them fo r a getaway, de­ 
pends primarily o n their ability to dis­ 
guise the machines. 
J ust as lo ng as millio ns o f ho nest citi­ 
zens leave mo to r cars o n the streets by 
day and night ready to go with just a 
to uch o f the starter, the mo to r bandits 
can laugh at all laws enacted to sto p 
them. 
They care no thing abo ut legisla­ 
tio n safeguarding transfer, o r pro hibiting 
changing engine numbers, o r o ther meas­ 
ures with a relatio n to time, fo r they 
wo rk swiftly and escape in a few minutes. 
Criminals can steal all the cars they need 
witho ut tro uble unless o r until the indi­ 
vidual o wner is made respo nsible fo r se­ 
curing his mo to r car by lo cking devices 
and thus prevent the criminal fro m o b­ 
taining a dangero us weapo n in a quick 
and easy theft.
